terms beginning 1901 and ending 1911. 
The Senate which 


convened in 1901, elected at the same time McKinley was 
elected the second time, had a Republican majority of 27 
with three independent.

Benjamin Harrison defeated Cleveland in ihc cam- 


paign of 1888, one of the most closely contested campagins 
in the history of American politics, thc result being in 
doubt for two days. The closeness of this contest was re- 
flected in the make-up of the House, the Republicans hav- 
ing a majority of only S. The off-year in the middle of 
Harrison's term was most disastrous to the Republicans. 
The Democrats had a landslide in the Congressional elec- 
tions, carrying the House by a majority of 147. This is one 
of four times since the Civil war that either party has had 
a majority of over 100 in the House. This Democratic ma- 
jority was reduced to 91 in the Presidential election of 
1892 when Cleveland was again victorious. 


In 1894 occurred what went down in history as the 


great Republican landslide. It gave the Republicans con- 
trol of the House by a margin of 44. This marked tho be- 
ginning of sixteen years of continuous control of the House 
by the Republican party. Its high tide during this period 
%vas the first Congress under Roo.-cvclt. which had a Re- 
publican majority of 114.

No one need despair and fall 


into m state of helpless hopelessness. Modern medi- 


cine has made great inroads into the realm of diseases 
formerly considered incurable. 


It is not an easy task to determine the exact cause 


of every human ailment. 
Many old-time mysteries, 


however, are now explained by the theory of focal in- 
fection. 


It is believed when, at some central point—or focus, 


j as it is more commonly called—there is pus formation, 


j or germ growth, that from this focus radiate lines of 
! attack against every part of the body.

Perhaps the most common example of focal infection is the trouble in 


i distant organs due to an abscessed tooth. The trouble with the tooth may

sort may seriously and even fatally af- 
fect the victim.

It may well be 
that tho present enthusiasm over dental 
infection or other focal Infection, as a 
cause for 
human ailments,

light of present 
knowledge, it seems 


abundantly proved that any focus of 
disease may affect your entire body.
